tion of nearly three-quarters of a mil- § 


lion; headquarters of most of ‘the 
great banking companies and of that 
world-wide enterprise, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. But all this springs 
from the landing of Maisonneuve and 
his associates in May, 1642. 

The Island of Montreal was visited 
by Jacques Cartier in 1536, and near- 
ly a hundred years passed before an- 
other white man came. On the 28th 
of May, 1611, Samuel de Champlain 
landed with another Frenchman and 
an Indian. He seems to have explor- 
ed the shore line as far as the Rapids, 
but finally decided that the best place 
for a settlement was a little strip of 
meadowland, to which he gave the 
name of Place Royale. Incicentally, 
it was de Champlain who first advo- 
cated the cutting of what 1s now the 
Panama Canal,.in 1600. 

\ Thirty years later, ‘plans were per- 
fected for the founding of the settle- 
ment, which was called in advance, 
Ville-Marie de Montreal for Mount- 
royal. De Maisonneuve was ap- 
pointed leader of the little party, 
consisting of about a score of people. 
They set sail from France in a small 
piunace, landing at Quebec on the 
8th of May. Here they were warned 


by Montmagny of the danger of anni- 


hilation by the Iroquois.

There was & 
atretch of meadowland along the 
shore, with patches of flowers grow- 
ing amid ths grass and brightly col- 
ored birds darting to and fro.
